Ten years ago the annual total in­ 
come of Danish citizens amounted 
to 775.000,000 crowns, of which 
82,000,000, or a little more than 
IO percent, were paid to the state 
in taxes. Denmark now confronts a 
budget of 550,000,000 crowns, or 
nearly seven times as much as be­ 
fore the war. Between 1914 and 
1921 Demark had a national in­ 
come of 12,750,000,000 crowns, of

percent, were paid into the nation­ 
al treasury.

This credit had been gradually un­ 
dermined during the long period of 
doctoring when the enormous bus­ 
hless and need for good transporta­ 
tion manifested itself, the railroads 
had not enough equipment. They 
were short of everything that goes 
to make up a compu te railroad. 
"The only cure is credit. Estab­ 
lish the ability of the roads to pay 
interest ou the money invested and 
the money necessary will flow to­ 
ward the roads. The Transportation 
Act attempted to meet this situation 
and this was at temped by the com­ 
mission when it made the rate in­ 
crease in 
1920 but their figures 
were based on a certain volume of 
business. Unfortunately, the slump 
of 1921 came on, tho volume was 
not there, and the roads earned 
that year a net of 3.7 per cent on 
their valuation. But tho business of 
the country had started on the up­ 
grade when 
the 
Interstate 
Com­ 
merce' commission, acting under po­ 
litical pressure, made a horizontal 
reduction at IO per cent. The re­ 
sult has been that in 1922 thp* 
railroads have been unable to earn 
over 4.2 per cent. This reduction 
checked railroad buying; it. retard­ 
ed railroad spending. 
"We feel, however, that if the 
prospects for 1923 are fulfilled, we 
stand a chance of earning a fair 
return. But we are certain that if 
tho many nostrums that are now 
proposed are administered we shall 
be In a worse condition at the end 
of the year. 
To show you what those "cure 
ail” consist of, I might cite the 
hill by Mr. Gooding of Idaho to 
reduce all freight rates on agricul­ 
tural products 33 per cent; Senator 
Johnson's bill to prevent dividends 
until the necessary cars are pro­ 
vided; Senator Brookhart’s opinion 
that seven or eight billion dollars 
should be squeezed from the valu-
